18. (Withdrawn) The obstacle of claim 16 wherein the middle portion is elevated 
compared to the entry portion. 

19 (Withdrawn) The obstacle of claim 16 wherein an outside radius of the 
curved middle portion is elevated compared to an inside radius of the curved middle pomon. 

20. (Withdrawn) The obstacle of claim 16 wherein the exit portion is adjacent to 
the playing surface. 

21 (Withdrawn) The obstacle of claim 16, further comprising at least one 
receiver coupled to an edge of the obstacle and structured to accept an attaching device 
therethrough. 

22 (Withdrawn) An inclined pipe game obstacle, comprising: 

a pipe-shaped main body having an entry end and an exit end, the main body shaped 
to accommodate a game ball traveling therethrough; and 

a rest positioned underneath the main body and between the ends, the rest structured 
to elevate the exit end of the main body. 

23. (Withdrawn) The obstacle of claim 22 wherein the pipe-shaped main body is 
circular in cross-section. 

24. (Withdrawn) The obstacle of claim 22 wherein the pipe-shaped main body is 
oval in cross section. 

25. (Withdrawn) The obstacle of claim 22 further comprising a flange attached 
to the entry end. 

26. (Withdrawn) The obstacle of claim 22 further comprising a clamping device 
structured to affix the entry end of the main body at a playing surface. 
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27 (Currently Amended) A croquet obstacle set, comprising: 

a first obstacle structured to b f te mporarily sec^d to a playing surface and structured 

to ramp a croquet ball that enters an entry portion of the first obstacle; 

a second obstacle structured ^bejempora rjly -mitrd to a surface and 

sutured to cause a croquet ball that enters an entry portion of the second obstacle to travel 

in a helical loop; 

a Uiil j ul 1 tured to he t- mr — "V g BB2ge d to a nlavinff surface and 

stmct ured to bank around a curve a croquet ball that enters an entry portion of the third 
obstacle; and 

a fourth obstacle structured to W temporarily se mml to a playing surface and 
gguctuxsd to ramp through an inclined tunnel a croquet ball that enters an entry pomon of the 
fourth obstacle. 

28 (Currently Amended) The croquet set ofclaim 27 wherein at least one of the 
obstacles [[is]] stmctured to be, temporarily securable ,0 a playing surface «*e«gh includes a 
securing device coupled to the at least one obstacle. 

29. (Original) The croquet set ofclaim 28 wherein the securing device is a receiver 
through which a stake can pass. 

30. (New) The game ofclaim 1. wherein at least one of the game obstacles is 
structured to cause a ball to follow a helical path. 
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
